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Schroeder Is

Coxswain on
 Battleship

R. H. Schroeder, coxswain,
Torrance, is a member of the
crew of a battleship somewhere
in the Pacific which has seen ac-
tion ‘over 100,000 miles of sea
from Kiska, in the Aleutians, to

Okinawa, at the doorstep of
Japan.
At Okinawa, crewmen were

introduced to the “baka” or fool
bomb, the Jap version of the
‘Nazi buzz bomb. The ‘“baka”
carries a pilot and is launched
from a plane,

Schroeder, son of Mrs. Mary
Schroéder, of Portola ave., Tor-
rance, serves-as a gunner with
the crew of a 20-mm, weapon.
Joining the Navy in January,
1940, he has been aboard this
ship more than five years, tak-
ing part in 10 -major Pacific
.campaigns, from Pearl Harbor
'to Okinawa,
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‘Japanese-American Soldiers Real
RAmericans, or I'm Not,’ Says Capt.

“If .the Japanese- Americans
who fought and died with the
100th Battalion ‘in Ifaly are not
Americans, then I am not an
American,” declared Capt. George
H. Grandstaff, Army of the
United States, an officer of the
100th, in a talk to Torrance
Lions Club in the’ Civic Auditor-
ium, Tuesday noon,

The much-decorated captain
who also will talk to Torrance
Rotary Club tonight said he was
filled with dismay when he re-
turned to America, “the land of
the free founded on liberty,” and
found the racial discrimination
and prejudice which greeted him
in the United States.

Finding this condition, he said
he asked and was granted War
Department permission to ad-
dress as many men as possible
about the discrimination against
the Japanese-Americans with
whom he fought for several
years,

He was one of the few officers
with the 100th Battalion, all Jap-
anese-American, which landed in
Africa, crossed to Salerno, spent
86 days fn*the field without a
bath or clean clothing, slept in
the mud and went into one eam-
paign with oversized battalion
strength and came out withless
than a company of men, and
which landed on Anzio with a
battalion of one-half strength.

“This battalion of Japanese-
Americans has one of the most
remarkable records of any unit
overseas, and is the most deco-
rated unit,” Captain Grandstaff
sald. “The men of Texas of the
lost battalion of World War II,
part of the famous 36th Divi-
sion, showed no prejudice when
these Japanese-Americans broke
through to rescue them. .

“I do not ask anything, only
that they be treated as Amer-
icans, The Japanese - Americans
being returned to the coast have
been screened thoroughly as to
their Americanism, :

“1 ask and demand that they
be not discriminated against.”

Captain Grandstaff volunteered
at Covina as private, May 22,

1942, After attending Officer
Candidate School, Fort Benning,
he was commissioned second
lieutenant Jan, 6, 1943. He was
assigned to. the 100th Infantry
Battalion in February, 1943, and
joined at- Camp Shelby where he
helped train. Going overseas he
was assigned as battalion sup-
ply officer. The battalion landed
in North Africa and went into
action at Salerno, Sept, 21, 1943,
The 100th spearheaded the drive
through Benevento and at the
third crossing of the Volturno
on October 18.

Captain Grandstaff was wound-
ed by fragments of an 88-mm.
shell which struck a tree about
15 feet from him. Hospitalized
for about two months, he went
back into action about Decem-
ber 1, with the 100th on way to
Cassino. Received a battlefield
promotion to first lieutenant in
January, 1944, Late in March,
1944, he landed with the 100th
at Anzio, participated in the
breakthrough , at  Cisterna . and
subsequent actions. He received
a second battlefield promotion,
to captain, June 19, 1944, at Bel-
vedere and Sasseta, which ac-
tions were basis of unit citation
awarded the 100th. Served with
the battalion into Leghorn, at
Arno’ River, and while attached
to 36th Division at Marseilles
went into Vosges.Forest action.
After the 100th had been cut off
two days in Vosges a company
of the 442nd under command of
Captain Grandstaff succeeded in
clearing supply and communica-
tion lines to the 100th. The bat-
talion fought to a junction with
the. Third Battalion of the 442nd,
and the 100th and the Third
then made the historic push to
rescue the “lost” First Battalion
of the 141st Infantry of the 36th
Texas Division.

This was the action for which
Captain Grandstaff was award-
ed the Silver Star. He carried
on with the 100th, returning to
Leghorn for the push toward
the Po Valley. He‘left the 100th
at Genoa the latter part of April
for a 30-day temporary duty in
the United States.

Captain Grandstaff is holder of
the Purple Heart and Silver Star
and has a Legion of Merit Award
pending.

Captain Grandstaff was intro-
duced by Dr. Don C. Moshos,
program chairman, who also in-
troduced Earl O'Day, of the U.
S. Department of Interior, who
arranged the talks with the Tor-
rance Lions and Rotarians.

'On the program were the “Ac-
cordionettes,” band of Bettie
Thomas, composed of Carol
Clark, Eileen Pulliam, Jane Scot-
ton, Joan Blackmore, Janeene
Colombo, Leroy Moore, Fred Die:
